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These busy months of school can bea 
particularly stressful time for teachers 
It 1s. a tremendous job, being responsi- 
ble for about thirty little people. Studies 
have shown that being responsible for 
people is more stressful than being 
responsible for things. So make a spe- 
cial effort during this period to manage 
the stress in your life) When you learn 
how to do this. you can make stress 
work for you 

Train yourself to become 

aware of the physical and 

emouonal signals that your 
body sends to you when it 1s over- 
stressed. Does your back start to ache 
when all those report cards need to be 
graded? Do you carry tension in your 
neck and shoulders the week of Open 
House? Stress expert Hans Selye wrote, 
“It is a well established fact that the 
mere fact of knowing what hurts you 
has an inherent curative value ” 

If you don’t know you're 

stressed, you can't do any- 

thing about it. Learn to iden- 
tily and monitor your stress. There are 
several ways you can do this First, talk 
with a friend or your spouse. They 
Know you well and can tell when you 
seem to be “stressed out ~ Bookstores 
have workbooks on stress management 
that can help you tdentify your stresses 
You can also find a simple biofeedback 
device in bookstores. It looks like a 
credit card and changes color to help 
you monitor your stress throughout the 
day 

Once you become aware of 

the things that cause you 

stress, and what your body 
responses are. you can write a lesson 
plan for managing these stresses. Con- 
sider some of the following ideas 

Keep a journal, Write down 

what you are thinking and 

doing It can help you see 
where you are making excessive de- 
mands on yourself, By organizing all 
those demands, you take the first step tn 
gaining control of them

Anytime you feel overwhelm- 
ed by the number of things 
you have to do at school and 
at home, make a list of all of them. Then 
number the items in their order of 
importance. To do that, ask yourself, 
“What will happen if this task doesn’t 
get done today?” Order the tasks accord- 
ing to their consequences. Then begin 
to do them one at a time 
Make a master list of all the 
things you enjoy doing. Make 
sure you do at least two of 
them each day 
Exercise on a regular basis, 
This ts an important way to 
handle stress. When you stay 
fit. you stay healthier and work better 
Learn to say “no” to other activities that 
interfere with your regular exercise 
times or classes. 
Relax and take a breather 
several times a day. Dancers 
and athletes know that when 
the body ts relaxed, it performs better 
Close your eyes and breathe in for eight 
counts, hold your breath for four 
counts, and exhale for eight counts. Use 
your diaphragm and let your abdomen 
expand like a balloon as you inhale, 
then draw it in as you exhale. Imagine 
energy entering your body as you in- 
hale. You can even do this deep brea- 
thing exercise with your students. 
They'll benefit as well 
To reduce neck and back ten- 
sion, sit straight in your chair. 
Drop your chin to your chest, 
then slowly rotate your head to the 
right, to the back. to the left and return 
to center. Do this three mes slowly, 
then repeat it three mes in the opposite 
direction 
Take the time to treat your- 
self to some TLC each day. 
By learning to manage the 
stresses of everyday life. you and every- 
one around you will benefit

“Seeds travel in many different ways. The wind 
helps seeds travel by picking them up and carrying 
them to far off places. Birds scatter seeds by eating 
the fruit and dropping the seeds. Squirrels and 
other forest animals bury seeds, such as acorns, for 
the winter. Some of the seeds are forgotten by the 
animals.
